DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1,1 14. Applicant's submission filed on August 1, 2007 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed July 2, 2007 are acknowledged. 

3. Examiner acknowledges amended claims 1, 4, 5 and 9. 

4. The objection to claim 1 is overcome by applicant's amendment. 

5. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 4 and 6-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shi et al., U.S. 5,972,247 in view of Enokida et al, U.S. Patent Number 5,759,444 is 
withdrawn due applicant's argument. 

6. The rejection of claims 1, 2 and 4-9 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hosokawa et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,534,199 is withdrawn due to appHcant's argument. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
7. Claim 1-2, 4, 6-7 and 9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
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claimed invention. Claim 1 is rejected as introducing new matter with respect to the negative 
limitation applied to "phenyl" of the aryl group. Any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso 
must have basis in the original disclosure. See MPEP 2173.05(i). Claims 2, 4, 6-7 and 9 are 
rejected as dependent from claim 1 and inheriting the limitation thereof. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention-by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of Ais 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-2, 4, 6-7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hosokawa et al, U.S. Patent Number 6,534,199. 

Hosokawa discloses an organic electroluminescence device that comprises an organic light 
emitting medium which is disposed between a pair of electrodes wherein the light emitting 
medium comprises a composition that can include compounds EM21 or EM22

Hosokawa reference reads on instant chemical formula 1 when Al is phenyl and A2 is a 
substituted or unsubstituted phenyl and Bl and B2 can be naphthyl or phenanthryl .as per instant 
claims 1, 4, 6-7. Reference claim 5 discloses that the mixture comprises a weight ratio of 2:98 to 
9:91 as per instant claim 2. Compound EM39 of the reference reads on the compound of 
chemical formula 1 and it would be expected that the material have green Ixmiinescence. 

10. Claims 5, 8 and 10 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the Umitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited organic 
electroluminescent device, further including the host material being a compoxmd included in 
instant claim 5. Additionally, the prior art does not provide for the recited organic 
electroluminescent device, further including the dopant material having at least one of Al and 
A2 having a substituted as represented in claims 8 and 10. 



1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 1 , 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the Hosokawa reference does not read on the present claims in 
that Bl and B2 cannot be phenyl. Hosokawa reads on the present claims in that compoimds 



Response to Arguments 
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EM21 and EM22 have Bl and B2 represented by naphthyl. The Hosoka>ya reference reads on 
the present claims with compounds EM21 and EM22 in a light emitting medium in combination 
with compound EM39. Compound EM39 reads on instant chemical formula 1 in that Al and A2 
are substituted or xmsubstituted phenyl Upon further examination, the Hosokawa reference 
anticipates instant claims 1-2, 4, 6-7 and 9.
